There 
is’ no. indiscriminate kicking. <A 
player holds the ball sometimes, 
and, if possible, makes ground 
with it before sending it on, and 
his colleagues work into position 
to receive a pass. The ball is 
sent in most cases along the car- 
pet, and just ahead of the player 
to whom it is passed, so that he 
can take it in his stride. Their 
work in the field at times borders 
on the uncanny, and as the tour 
progresses it will be a real educa- 
tion to Australians who have 
never seen the game played out- 
side this country to watch them 
in action. 


Charging. 

One phase of their play that 
may cause contention is their 
habit of charging an opponent who 
is merely going for the ball, and 
an opponent has not it in his pos- 
session. For example, a full back 
will send a pass back to the goal- 
keeper, and then prepare to shoul- 
der charge cr “shepherd” any 
opponent who is running towards 
it. In this way they always where 
possible protect their goalkeeper 
by keeping their opponents off. As 
another example, if the opposing 
right winger slips the ball past a 
full back and tries to race him 
for it, the Hnglish back would 
probably charge that player and 
prevent him getting to the ball. 
In this style of play they resem- 
ble the New Zealanders, who fay- 
oured these tactics. The Aus- 
tralian player will be at a disad- 
vantage unless he also adopts 
these methods, for it may easily 
be seen that they tend to revolu- 
tionise the game, as it is played 
and refereed in this country. 

We should learn much from 
this visit, and undoubtedly it will 
greatly improve our standard of 
play.
